TRUSTEES'  FALL 
MEETING  OCT.  26 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Paul  E.  Myers,  superintendent  of  the 
Altoona  District  oi  the  United  Methodist  Church,  was 
elected  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lycoming  College 
at  the  fall  meeting  ol  the  board  October  26  at  the 
college.  He  fills  a  vacancy  left  by  the  resignation  of 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Thomas  J.  Hopkins,  former  pastor  of  the 
Pine  Street  United  Methodist  Church  who  was 
r.iiiitl',  reassigned  to  the  Wesley  United  Methodist 
Church  in  Tyrone. 

The  board  also  acted  under  the  provisions  of  the 
college  charter  to  approve  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  trustees  from  the  present  30  to  33,  effective  next 
year.  The  new  members  will  be  elected  at  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  board  on  April  26.  1973. 

Four  new  members  elected  last  spring  to  fill  vacancies 
participated  in  their  first  meeting  that  Thursday  They 
included  Dr.  Donald  E.  Shearer,  of  Montoursville; 
the  Rev.  Brian  A.  Fetterman,  of  Lewistown;  John  A. 
Lundy.  of  Williamsport,  and  Harold  H.  Schreckengast, 
Jr.,  of  Jenkintown.  an  alumni  representative  on  the 
board. 

Dr.  Harold  H.  Hutson,  president  of  the  college, 
reported  that  the  total  estimated  budget  (or  the 
fiscal  )  ear  will  exceed  $5:000.000,  an  increase  of 
approximately  S1SO.00O  compared  with  last  year. 

The  educational  and  general  budget  estimated  at 
$3,576,000  reflects  an  increase  of  $179,420  over  the 
$3,397,220  of  1971-72.  The  auxiliary  enterprises 
budget  of  $1,425,000  remains  the  same. 

Dr.  Hutson  also  announced  that  the  college 
endowment  and  trust  fund  is  expected  to  grow  in 
the  current  year  to  at  least  $2,700,000,  the  highest 
total  ever  attained  at  Lycoming  College.  He  told  the 
board  the  estimated  value  of  plant  and  equipment 
for  the  current  year  has  increased  to  $19,750,000.  As  a 
comparative  figure  reflecting  the  continued  growth  of 
Lycoming,  Dr.  Hutson  said  the  estimated  value  of 
plant  and  equipment  in  1958  was  only  $2,945,000. 

Bishop  John  B.  Warman,  newly  elected  bishop  of 
the  Harrisburg  Area  of  the  United  Methodist  Church, 
was  a  special  guest  of  the  board  at  the  session. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Myers  received  his  bachelor  of  arts 
degree  from  Lebanon  Valley  College,  his  bachelor 
of  sacred  theolog\  degree  al  Weslej  Theological 
Seminary,  and  in  1967  was  awarded  the  honorary 
doctor  of  divinity  degree  by  Lycoming  College.  He 
has  held  various  pastorates  in  Central  Pennsylvania 
since  1939  and  also  served  as  a  chaplain  in  the  na\  v 
from  1944  46  He  was  appointed  to  his  present
